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EDITORIAL 

During  the  past  few  months,  newspapers 
and  magazines  have  placed  a  good  deal  of 
emphasis  on  gambling  and  poor  sportsman- 
ship in  college  athletics.  Fortunately,  the 
colleges  involved  in  the  scandals  are  not,  for 
the  most  part,  the  ones  which  most  Governor 
Dummer  graduates  attend.  Therefore,  it  may 
apppear  that  we  are  not  directly  affected  by 
the   unfavorable   publicity. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  same  conditions 
may  be  prevalent  in  even  the  best  colleges 
and  universities.  Colleges  have  often  over- 
emphasized their  athletic  programs,  and  they 
are  only  discovering  that  fact  through  sad 
experience.  Some  have  been  forced  to  limit 
their  extensive  facilities  to  intramural  play 
in  order  to  guard  their  scholastic  standing. 

Good  sportsmanship  has  always  been 
stressed  in  the  private  preparatory  schools; 
and  fortunately,  gamblers  have  not  intruded 
in  their  athletic  programs.  We  must  make 
every  endeavor  to  uphold  these  high  stand- 
ards, and  continue  to  have  our  athletic  teams 
noted  for   good  sportsmanship. 

The  same  high  standards  learned  in  school 
can  be  carried  into  college.  Every  effort 
should  be  made  to  win  back  for  the  colleges 
the  good  name  which  has  been  jeopardized 
in  the  past  year.
